(a)  Observation:  The  efficiency  of  the  personnel  section  is 
hampered  by  the  inability  to  program  officer  and  enlisted  replacements. 

(b)  Evaluation:  The  battalion  receives  replacements  with  little 
or  no  advance  notice.  In  cases  of  a  large  number  of  personnel  arriving 
at  the  sane  time,  the  proper  assignment  and  utilization  cannot  be 
given  the  degree  of  attention  required  due  to  the  lack  of  billeting 
space  for  the  replacements  at  the  battalion.  This  situation  results 

in  hurried  processing  and  assignment  of  these  individuals. 

(c)  Recommendations:  That  when  possible  furnish  the  battalion 
with  advanced  information  on  the  assignment  of  personnel  to  the 
battalion  ,  preferably  in  the  form  of  an  advance  print  out. 

(2)  Shortage  of  Supply  Personnel: 

(a)  Observations:  The  shortage  of  qualified  supply  personnel 

has  resulted  in  numerous  time  consuming  and  mission  hampering  problems. 

(b)  Evaluation:  The  battalion  has  had  to  operate  with  less 
than  authorized  personnel  both  in  MOS  and  grade  for  over  one  year. 
Consequently  the  supply  sergeant  slots  are  being  filled  by  SP4's  and 
E-5's  with  inadequate  experience  or  job  knowledge.  Unit  supply  rooms 
operations  have  been  required  by  necessity  to  function  at  a  lower  level 
of  performance  which  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  high  standards 

of  readiness  demanded  in  a  combat  zone.

(a)  Obsorvation:  I'iilitory  Police  investigative  patrols  aro  often 
put  in  fear  of  thoir  life  at  tho  scene  of  incidents  which  result  in 
confrontations  with  the  local  populncei 

(b)  Evaluation:  Investigation  of  the  accidents,  protection  of 
US  property  and  personnel  falls  undor  the  responsibilities  of  tho 
oilitaiy  police.  The  VN/toerican  confrontations  have  become 
increasingly  volatile  situations'  in  the  recent  nonths,  ^^ilitary 
police  patrols  have  been  fireboubed,  fired  upon,  beaten  aiid  threatened 
with  grenades  by  VN  at  the  scene  of  confrontations.  Tho  uilitary 
policeneft  are  to  a  groat  extent  dependent  upon  the  VH  police  for 
protection  frojj  ths  populace, 

(c)  RecoiJ2.iondations ;  That  the  policy  for  asaking  solatiuri 
payuonts  be  reviewed.  The  VN  at  the  scone  of  a  traffic  accident  ^ill 
soldoia  cooperate  without  being  paid  off  by  a  solatium  paynont.  If 
they  wore  mdo  aware  of  the  fact  that  solatim  poyiaonts  would  not  be 
made  if  US  governuent  personnel  were  harj^d  or  property  were  d'O^aaged, 
perhaps  the  VW  would  become  less  violent  "at  tho  scene  of  a  confrontation.

(c)  Recommendations:  Radio  communications  with  the  capabilities  of 
a  GRC-106  would  afford  the  battalion  effective  communications  throughout 
HR  1.

However,  under  the  present  system,  the  final 
assignment  for  these  personnel  cannot  be  determined  until  the  individual's 
arrival  in  RVN.  Due  to  the  present  situation  of  rapid  withdrawals  and  last 
minute  diversions  of  replacement  personnel;  this  problem  is  further  magnified. 

b.  Page  13,  2a(2),  Shortage  of  Supply  Personnel:  Concur. 

c.  Page  14,  para  2c(l),  Military  Police  and  Confrontations:  Nonconcur. 

As  a  matter  of  custom  and  USARV  command  policy,  solatium  payments  are  made 
as  a  gesture  of  friendship  and  good  will.

"Scrounging"  and  borrowing  repair  parts  does  not  generate  demand 
data  and  therefore  leads  to  parts  shortage  and  delays  in  maintenance. 
Adherence  to  established  procedures  and  improvements  in  the  supply  system 
now  being  implemented  should  result  in  considerable  improvement.
